A differential unit has a non-divisional type differential case, simple type four-pinions 
with pinion shafts instead of two-pinions with a pinion shaft, and etc. The four- 
pinions shafts are composed by a main shaft and auxiliary shaft, and are supported by 
the differential case. The four-pinions shafts have a shape of the cross. At the ends of 
the auxiliary shaft, anti-slip down means are provided. 

(AS) JP (A) 2003-294109- 

The differential limiting device is composed to generate differential limiting force 
between the differential case of a differential device provided with a pair of a right 
and a left side gears and the side gears. The side gears are bevel-engaged with both 
sides of a pinion gear joumaled to a pinion shaft disposed perpendicular to a rotation 
shaft of the differential case for taking out driving force that is differentially 
distributed. The differential case is composed in an integrated structure having a hole 
in a circumferential case. The hole is composed in such a form, including longer 
sides and shorter sides, for example, that at least the pinion gear and the differential 
limiting member can pass. By boring the hole of the minimum size necessary, 
strength of the differential case is secured, while the differential case of an integrated 
form for assembling the differential limiting member can be employed.
